Rosenfeld, San Francisco, inclosing a 
check for $250 as a contribution from 
automobile owners to this city to aid 
in repairing Mission and San Bruno 
roads in this city was received. 

Upon motion the contribuCon was 
accepted, and (berk Smitli i islnicted 
to thank Mr.Rosenfeld in behalf of the 
board. 


A communication was received from 
the Aviation Committee in San Fran¬ 
cisco, asking that a Class A liquor li¬ 
cense be issued in the name of F. W. 
Hoy t,to be used at the aviation grounds 
in this city next month. 

U pon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Hickey, action in 
the matter was laid over one week, and 
Clerk Smith instructed to send a blank 
form to be signed by applicant, so that 
the license can be granted in a legal 
way. 

Suiierintendent of Streets Miner re¬ 
ported progress on repairs that are be¬ 
ing made on Grand avenue extension 
leading to Mission road and on Rail¬ 
road avenue, from the foot of Linden 
avenue to San Bruno road. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, Clerk 
Smith was instructed to retjuest the 
local light company to keep the street 
lights in this city burning until day¬ 
light.

THE COUNTY BOARD 

OF SUPERVISORS 


Southern Pacific Company Asks for Per¬ 
mission to Buiid Sidetrack Across 
County Road at San Bruno 


A regular meeting of the county 
board of Supervisors was held at 
Redwood City last Monday. It 
was a short session, as there was 
not much business to dispose of, 
and the board adjourned at noon. 

Public Administrator Plymire 
rendered a report of the disposi¬ 
tion of certain personal elfects, 
the property of deceased persons, 
that had come into his hands. 

An application was received 
from the vSouthern Pacific Com¬ 
pany for permission to cross the 
county road at San Bruno with a 
sidetrack for unloading purposes. 
The company pi’omised not to in¬ 
terfere with traffic on the county 
road. 

Casey favored the application, 
stating that the track would be an 
accommodation to the public In 
the absence of legal opinion on 
the matter the application was 
laid over until the next meeting. 

The application of Matt Callan 
for a li(iuor license at Colma was 
denied on motion of Casey, sec¬ 
onded by Francis. Mr. Casey 
holding that the license sought by 
Callan was the property of the 
heirs of the late John A. Cillan, 
they having already made applica¬ 
tion for it. 

The complaint of Mrs. Madden 
of the presence of a waterway in 


front of her property at San Bruno 
was again laid over at the. reciuest 
of Casey, who stated that a peti¬ 
tion bearing on the subject would 
shortly be presented by San Brnuo 
residents. 

Chairman IMcEvoy asked the 
board to take some action toward 
the improvement of the courthouse 
grounds. 

It was moved by Casey and sec¬ 
onded by iMcEvoy that the sur¬ 
veyor make a plat on the grounds 
and an estimate of the cost of im¬ 
proving them. 

On motion of Blackburn, sec¬ 
onded by Casey, the superinten¬ 
dent was directed to have cut 
down some of the unsightly trees 
in the rear of the courthouse 
grounds. 

Auditor Underhill sent a com¬ 
munication informing the board 
that there was due the general 
fund fi om the tax collections to be 
used during the six months ending 
July Lst, 105.05. One-third 
of this amount, it* 18,005.20. should 
be plaeeiL to th - eit' lit of ilie 
courthouse fund. 

On motion of Francis, seconded 
by Casey, the auditor and treas¬ 
urer were directed to transfer the 
sum of '^18,085.20 from the general 
fund to the courthouse fund, in 
accordance with the auditor’s no¬ 
tice.

GET YOUR CONGRESSMAN

The Enterprise wishes its read¬ 
ers a Merry Christmas. 

The annexation mass meeting at 
Metropolitan Hall next Tuesday 
evening should crowd the hall to* 
its doors. 

The (luestion of annexing the 
twelve square miles of Visitacion 
Precinct territory to this indus 
trial city is of such importance 
and vital interest to the people of 
both localities, that every side, 
end and angle of said question 
should at said meeting be carefully 
considered, thoroughly thrashed 
out, and then submitted to the 
people for their intelligent and de- 
lilierate decision. 

We trust our citizens will be 
there in force and in earnest, and 
that our Visitacion neighbors will 
be present equally strong and 
eciually earnest; and that the rail¬ 
road, the electric power companies, 
the big land owners, and all others 
having interests in the the district 
in question may be present in per¬ 
son or by proxy join in the discus¬ 
sion, and voice their views, either 
for or against annexation. 

The Enterprise favors annexa¬ 
tion, believing that its benefits 
outw^eigh its burdens—but desires 
a decision on merits, regardless of 
the opinion of this newspaper or 
any person, persons or interests. 

The broad grounds for annexa¬ 
tion briefly stated are as follows: 

First—The Visitacion territory 
covers part of the liay Shore Rail¬ 
road, and waterfront, part of the 
factory district destined to be de¬ 
veloped on this waterfront, and 
part of the loop line railroad ser¬ 
vice. It is the northerly section 
of the Bay Shore district, extend¬ 
ing from the city line at Visita¬ 
cion Valley to the IMission road at 
San Bruno—a district of about 
five miles from north to south and 
three miles from east to w'est—a 
district of about fifteen sipiare 
miles, within which there is a 
community of interests which 
draw^ its people together naturally 
under one local government. 

Second—As a logical sequence 
of tho foregoing premises, it fol¬ 
lows that combination is the 
modern rule for economy and in¬ 
creased efficiency in local govern¬ 
ment. 

Third—The construction of a 
broad first-class highway, of only 
five miles total length, from San 
Francisco to San Bruno, and par¬ 
alleling the Bay Shore Railway, 
wide enough to provide room for 
. wagons, automobiles and electric 


cal’s, would open an outlet from 
San Francisco into San Mateo 
county on the shortest line at a 
water grade all the w’ay, and 
thereby open the bay front factory 
district and all the peninsula sub¬ 
urban residence district to occu¬ 
pation. 

Fourth—It may become neces¬ 
sary to secure the location of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at Tan- 
foran site that this municipality, 
including said site, be annexed 
and become part of Sa>i Francisco. 
The annexation of Visitacion 
would make this municipality con¬ 
tiguous to San Francisco and the 
contiguous municipality could be 
annexed by consolidation with San 
Francisco under existing law’s 
Without annexation this city is 
not contiguous to San Fiancisco, 
and its annexation to the metropo¬ 
lis would be difficult, if not impos¬ 
sible, and in any event require a 
change in the state laws. 

Fifth-.Annexation to San Fran¬ 
cisco is manifest destiny. It must 
come at no distant day. The w’ay 
is now^ open to this community to 
effect it. Annexation, in depen. 
dent of the -exposition question, 
w ould settle our'future water sup¬ 
ply question, and would make it 
possible for San Francisco to open 
the higlnvay outlet bj* the short 
bay shore line out of the city into 
San Mateo county, which without 
annexation the City of San Fran¬ 
cisco is pow’erless to accomplish. 

These are big, broad reasons, 
and on these The Enterprise rests 
its opinion for annexation.

BUILDING WORK 
STARTED AT THE 
AViATION FIELD 

Work was started on the erection of 
i the grand stand and fences at the 
aviation field in this city this week, 
and the contractors announced that 
they would work night and day in 
order to have the grounds ready for the 
first flights on January 6 th. 

For the first time in the history of 
the aviation meets of the United States 
adequate and systematic provision is 
to be made for automobiles at the in¬ 
ternational aviation meet to lie held in 
this city next month. Colonel Fred 
Amweg, official engineer, and Lieu- 
ienant Raul W. Beck, secretary of the 
citizens’ committee are planning a 
huge auto stand to occupy the infield 
and command a view of the hangars 
and starting and finish posts. 

The stand is to have a frontage of 
half a mile, and is being jilanned to 
accommodate nearly 1000 cars. It will 
be divided into stalls, each numbered, 
so that the purchaser buying his place 
in advance can journey to the aviation 
field in comfort and have the satisfac¬ 
tion of knowing that when he reaches 
his destination he will not have to man¬ 
euver for a place to park his car. The 
machines will be so placed that they 
will command a view of the entire 
field, and will be, in fact, grandstand 
seats de luxe. 

in addition to the numbered spaces, 
there will be space for the parking of 
machines outside of the grounds, 
where the owners can for a nominal 
charge leave their autos, with the as¬ 
surance that the cars and contents 
will be cared for until their return. A 
body of trained men is to be used as 
videttes to guard this section. 

A dispatch from Washington, D. C., 
says that the executive board of the 
citizens’ aviation committee of San 
Francisco has rec]nested the navy de¬ 
partment to designate a war ship to 
serve as a landing place for an aero¬ 
plane. 

The board is to conduct experiments 
with aeroplanes during the flights 
from January fst to 16th, and they re¬ 
cite the fact that Eugene Fly having 
successfully risen in an aeroplane from 
tlie deck of the Birmingham, oppor¬ 
tunity should be afforded for demon¬ 
strating the converse proposition.

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MEXICAN TROOPS 
AGAIN_OEFEATED 

Col. Guzman Beaten and Driven 
Back by Insurgents 

Forty-two wounded Government sol¬ 
diers were brought in Tuesday, to 
Chihuahua, Mexico, thus confirming 
reports that the troop train which left 
there Saturday was shot to pieces in 
the mountain trap known as Mai Paso, 
a few miles east of Pedernales, and 
about 120 miles west of Chihuahua. 
The official report states that the fed- 
erals lost twenty-one killed, ten miss¬ 
ing and forty-two wounded. The latter 
Includes Colonel Guzman, who was in 
command of the expedition. The in- 
surrectos’ loss is not known. 

The train left Chihuahua Saturday, 
traveling in two sections, carrying 
three field pieces on a cow car and 500 
soldiers. Pancho Villa, the bandit who, 
while operating independently, still re¬ 
gards the Government as his enemy, 
fired on the second section as it was 
passing through Andanya canyon, but 
did no damage. 

The mountains of Mai Paso, how¬ 
ever, swarmed with revolutionists. 
They halted the first and also the sec¬ 
ond section as soon as it came up. 
Colonel . Guzman disembarked his 
troops and for five hours defended 
himself with desperate courage. He 
was in a trap, however. His enemy 
was on the heights, sheltered by boul¬ 
ders and protected on the north by 
mountains and poured in a deadly fire. 
He was unable to use his big guns ef¬ 
fectively owing to the nature of the 
ground. Notwithstanding his precari 
ous i)osition and the numbers of the 
insurrectos he held his ground for five 
hours. He was shot through the leg, 
while the third officer in command 
was slightly wounded across the stom¬ 
ach. 

Although General Navarro was at 
Pedernales, or near there, he was un¬ 
able to lend assistance. Unconfirmed 
reports state that he has bis hands 
full with die rebels, which he has 
been fighting off and on since Thurs-

The “city beautiful” idea has reached 
the isthmus of Panama, according to 
the last issue of the Canal Record. 
The President of Panama, as an inci 
dent to a contract just made with the 
United States regarding payment for 
municipal improvements in Colon and 
Panama, has Issued a decree making 
it unlawful to erect any building or 
structure in either city before the 
municii)al authorities have completely 
laid out and lmi)roved the section and 
paved the streets. 

The Panama Canal Commission is 
already preparing to aid the army of 
workers on the Panama canal in hav¬ 
ing a merry Christmas. Already a 
large order for Christmas trees has 
been placed in this country, but that 
their freshness may be impaired as 
little as possible the trees will not 
reach the isthmus until this week.

AVIATOR WHITE 

FALLS 70 FEET 


Narrowly Escapes Death While 
Attempting Channel Trip 

Claude Grahame-White, the English 
aviator, who recently won the inter¬ 
national aviation cup at Belmont Park, 
had a narrow escape from serious 
injury Sunday. His machine was 
wrecked and he was badly cut about 
the face. 

Many aviators have been waiting 
for the last fortnight to compete for 
the prize of $20,000 offered by Baron 
de Forest for the longest flight across 
the English channel in 1910, the flight 
to be made by an Englishman in an 
English-built machine. 

Grahame-White ascended for a trial 
flight in a strong wind. His machine 
began to rock and he was unable to 
restore its equilibrium. It turned over 
and plunged to the ground and was 
completely wrecked. 

The aviator fell a little to one side. 
It was thought at first he had suf¬ 
fered concussion of the brain, as he 
was unconscious, but he soon revived, 
and it was found that he had received 
nothing more than bad cuts about the 
fac«. It is expected he will be about 
witbin a week. He has ordered an¬ 
other biplane of the Wright type from 
Bristol, and will make another atterffpt 
to win the prize. 

In his trial flight, Grahame-White 
had descended to within 100 feet of 
the ground when his machine began 
to waver. His actual fall probably did 
not exceed seventy feet. 

A second competitor, Soprith, fared 
better. He left East Church, Shlppey 
island at 8:15 o’clock in the morning, 
crossed from Dover to Calais and de¬ 
scended at Beaumont, Belgium, a dis 
tance of 174 miles. 

Soprith completed his flight of 174 
mile.< within three and one-half hours. 
This is the first time a British-made 
aeroplane has crossed the channel, 
and in addition it is a record for dis¬ 
tance under the conditions i)rovided. 
No tugs or other craft followed the 
aviator, and no other precautions were 
taken against accident.

of M. G. Man, an aged rancher of Law- 
son valley. The crime was discovered 
by Fred Man, the dead man’s brother, 
when he returned to the cabin the two 
had occupied. Every corner of the 
place had been ransacked in the 
search for money, a large sum of 
which it was believed the two always 
kept in the cabin. The body of the 
murdered man was found in the brush 
some distance from the building. 

Pardoned from the Government pris¬ 
on at Hilibid, Manila, P. I., and armed 
with letters of recommendation with 
which he hoped to siart life anew and 
more successfully, Elmo W. Cook of 
Logan, Utah, formerly a private in the 
United States Army, was asphyxiated 
in a tiny room at 156 Tehama street, 
San Francisco. 


Dr. E. R. Sparks, a veterinary sur¬ 
geon, was arrested at Los Angeles on 
a charge of manslaughter, accused of 
causing the death of James A. Reisted, 
a telegraph operator, by a blow of his 
fist. It is said that on December 8th 
Reisted was annoying Sparks while he 
was engaged in performing an opera¬ 
tion on a dog and the doctor knocked 
him down. His skull was fractured 
and he died in the County Hospital. 
Sparks was released on $3000 bail. 

Jerry Simpson, a guard at the State 
Penitentiary, Salem, Oregon, was 
stabbed several times by Thomas 
O’Rourke, a convict. He may die. 
O’Rourke was being shaved with the 
other convicts, with Simpson guard¬ 
ing the room. O’Rourke objected to 
having his hair cut, and when repri¬ 
manded by Simpson, drew a knife 
from his clothes and assaulted the 
guard. Where the convict got the 
material for the knife is a mystery. 
O’Rourke is under a three years’ sen¬ 
tence from Multnomah county, and 
has served about a year of his term. 
The statutes of Oregon prescribe it a 
capital offense to assault the superin¬ 
tendent, warden or a guard inside the 
walls of the prison. 

At Peking the throne has issued an 
edict refusing to create a constitu¬ 
tional cabinet in compliance with a 
memorial recently presented by the 
National Assembly, and also declining 
to accept the resignations of the 
Grand Councillors. The Imperial Sen¬ 
ate also adopted a resolution praying 
for the creation of a cabinet, and it 
was believed the throne had decided 
to accede. The National Assembly, 
which meets Monday, will discuss the 
whole subject.

For many weeks a 
large party of sur¬ 
veyors has been 
busy in Deer Creek 
the canyon that leads 
into the Sacramento valley, running 
lines that are undoubtedly Intended 
*to mark out a roiite that will be fol¬ 


lowed by a railroad. For some time U 
has been the general belief that the 
surveyors are in the employ of the 
Hill system, and that they are the 
forerunners of the road that he is to 
build into California from the north, 
as an extension of his Oregon Trunk 
Line, now under construction along 
the Deschutes river. 


Notices posted about Red Bluff state 
that a large part of the great Cone 
estate is to be sold at public auction 
on January 16t.h. The chief part of 
this estate is the entire capital stock 
of the great Cone Ranch Company. 
This ranch is composed of thousands 
of acres of frtiit, grain and grazing 
lands, upon which are innumerable 
cattle, sheep and horses. It is one of 
the old Spanish land grants and is 
known from one end of the State to 
the other. 

Acting Governor Porter has com¬ 
muted the sentence of William D. 
Wright, sentenced to San Quentin for 
life from Santa Cruz in October, 1906, 
for the murder of his wife, to twenty 
years. The action was taken on rec¬ 
ommendation from Judge Welsh, i)ro- 
siding Judge at the trial, who sug¬ 
gested that Wright is not a hardened 
criminal. 

The most extensive preparations 
ever made for a New Year’s celebra¬ 
tion in the history of Stockton have 
already been completed and a large 
sum of money has been collected to 
carry out the details. It is proposed 
to have a parade about 10:30 in the 
evening and there will be plenty of 
fireworks, red fire, confetti and every¬ 
thing, including noise, that goes with 
speeding the old year on its way and 
ushering in the new. 

A new railroad is to be built from 
the Southern Pacific line at or near 
Auburn to Cool on the south side of 
the American river in El Dorado coun¬ 
ty, a distance of six or eight miles, the 
way the road will have to run to as¬ 
cend and descend the canyon walls. 
The road will be primarily for the 
purpose of opening up the vast depos¬ 
its of limestone in the vicinity of Cool, 
where a great quarry enterprise is be¬ 
ing developed by San Francisco capi¬ 
talists. The lime is to he shipped to 
the Portland cement factories at Sui- 
sun and Napa Junction. An elevated 
train was intended to be used to trans¬ 
port the lime, but this plan has been 
changed and a railroad will be built. 
The company has been forced to use 
engines to slide its heavy machinery 
up and down the sides of the canyon 
because the bridges on the county 
roads are not strong enough to carry 
such loads as some of the pieces made. 


State Printing Office Swamped. 

The State |)rinting office at Sacra¬ 
mento is fairly swami)ed with copy 
and the plant is being operated night 
and day in order to get things cleaned 
up before the Legislature meet.s, dur¬ 
ing the session of which the printing 
office will be agaiii a scene of activity. 
The amount of work now being done 
in the office is a record breaker. The 
annual and biennial reports of all the 
State officers are being printed, the 
returns from the election are just be¬ 
ing completed and numerous other 
jobs are on hand that require the full 
force in the office. 


Monument to Lincoln. 

A monument to the memory of 
Abraham Lincoln is contemplated by 
a bill reported to the Senate by Sen¬ 
ator Root from the Committee on 
Library. The measure was introduced 
by Senator Cullom. 


ROCKEFELLER'S GIFT 
TO A UNIVERSITY 


Final Donation to Chicago Uni¬ 
versity is $1D,DDD,DDD 

John D. Rockefeller has completed 
the task he set for himself in founding 
the University of Chicago. On Tues¬ 
day public anrtouncement was made 
of a “single and final” gift of $10,000,- 
000, which includes all the contrlbii 
tions Rockefeller had planned. 

This sum, to be paid in ten annual 
installments, beginning January 1st, 
will make approximately $35,000,000 he 
has donated to the University. 

Rockefeller says he now believes the 
school should be supported and en¬ 
larged by the gifts of many rather than 
those of a single donor. This, he be¬ 
lieves, will be better accomplished if 
the public understands the limit of his 
contemplated assistance. The founding 
of new departments he leaves to the 
trustees, as-he says funds may be fur¬ 
nished by other friends. Nearly $7,- 
000.000 have been donated to the Uni¬ 
versity in addition to Rockefeller’s 
gifts. 

Withdraws from Control. 

With the announcement of Rocke¬ 
feller’s final donation came the resig¬ 
nation of John D. Rockefeller Jr. and 
Fred T. Gates, Mr. Rockefeller’s per¬ 
sonal representative, from the Univer¬ 
sity board of trustees. In inclosing 
these resignations, Rockefeller ex¬ 
plained he was carrying out a convic¬ 
tion that the institution should be 
“controlled, conducted and supported 
by the people,” with whom up to now 
he had simply been coojjerating. 

Rockefeller’s idea, as it is under¬ 
stood, is that he is turning over the 
institution and its endowment to Chi¬ 
cago and the West, and In so doing 
withdraws from any further represen 
tation in its control. Announcement of 
the gift was made at the quarterly 
convocation at th<> university.

On the same page in 
the register you will see on one line 
Vicomte de Blank, Paris, and a little 
lower down the name of a Greek 
laborer. 

Beyond the routine work of keeping 
up the exhibit, or answering the hun 
dreds of inquiries and maintaining the 
'daily lectures, an immense amount 
of work has been done at the various 
Land Bhows, Congresses and Con¬ 
ventions all over the country. 

The Vice-President and Manager of 
the Board, Robert Newton Lynch has 
been in the middle west and east for 
the past month attending to the ad¬ 
vancement of California’s interests in 
the Chicago Land Show and the St. 
Louis Waterways Congress, besides 
doing missionary work in New York 
and Washington for the Panama-Pac¬ 
ific delegation. 

There is no doubt in the world that 
California is the best advertised State 
in the country to day.

Levee to Be Built on Mexigan Soif. 

Mexico has given her consent for 
the construction by the United States 
of a levee in Mexican territory to con¬ 
trol the waters of the Colorado River 
for the protection of Imperial Valley, 
California. Congress at its last ses¬ 
sion appropriated $1,000,000 for this 
purpose, but it was necessary to secure 
the sanction of Mexico because the 
work will be done in that country. All 
the necessary authority for the dis¬ 
patching of laborers to the scene has 
been granted. Embassador Wilson at 
Mexico City today telegraphed the 
State Department that Mexico has ap¬ 
pointed Fernando Beltran Y Puga as 
her engineer in connection with the 
construction of the levee.
